Lieutenant-Giovernor is the representative of
the king, and takes an oath “to deal truly
and uprightly between onr Sovereign lady the
Queen and her people;” ‘‘and as indifforently
betwixt party and party as this staffl now
standeth.” He is assisted by two Demesters,
or supremo judges, ‘‘who must deem the law
traly as they will answer to the Lord of the
Inle.” On their admission to office they
swear that they ““will administer the laws
of this Isle impartially, and betwixt
and party as indifferently as the
E:?ring backbone doth lie in the midst
of the rsh.” This, ol

who represents the Bisbop, and other officers

vil, The House of Keys consiste of {wenty-
four “‘men of the isle” slected by the people,
and corrasponds exactly with our House of
Commons, their title being derived from
““Hiare as feed,” the Menx for
twoenty. Until racently the vacancies were
filled up by the Honse, but now the ancient
and more popnlar naage has been restored in
ongequence of a lawsnit, Thus the mo-
narahio, aristocratic, and demooratic elements
of Government, which Mr. Freeman terms a
vommon Aryan possession, are represented
in this island; and the three csiates of the
realm meeot togother on the eve of Old Mid-
summear day, the 5th of July, in each yerr,

to proclaun the laws from the Tyne-
wald-monnt fo the assembled islanders,
sccording to the ancient practice of

the Teutonic Thing, Tt isaliost needless to
remark that the mound owes its neme to the
Thing which is held in the wald, weald, or
the field. It was my good fortune to have
been present at the Thing or Tynewald-conrt,
a8 it 19 termed, last week, and 1 now give a
short acconnt of what was to be seen. The
present ceremonies have changed wonder-
fully little sin e the days of Sir John Stanley,
in 1417, and no law becomes valid nntil pro-
claimed in the Tynewald-court., The mound
ityelf, also, and its surroundings sre very in.
teresting froun: an antiguarian point of view,
for they have an important beoring on the
vexed «uestion of the antiquity of similar
remaing elsewhare,

We drove along the road froh Douglass
that winds npwards past the little ohurch of
Braddan, between the hills, until after ron-
ning close uuder a scarped bill-side, it passes
into the valley of St. John, in which the
shurch and hemlet of the! name and the
I'ynewald-mount stand reund & swmall level
sommon. LThis was crowded with country
folk, who had Lrought horses aud cattle for
sale or who were bent upon pleasure in the
mwany booths around—with visitors iwmpelled
thither by curiosity, and with tha notabilities
who had to take part in the ceremony, The
whole aspect of the scene was thel of a fair,as
indoed it really was, For the pathering to-
gethor of people at the Thing had manifestly
jed to the institution of the {air of St John,
On the east side of the common is the small
modern eruciform charch, with a fragment of
s Xuanic inseription on one of its walls; and
from its west door & brosd path, with sunk
walle on either side, leads directly to the foot
of the Tynewall-mount, abont two hundred
yards away. The latter is cevered with
greensward and snrrounded with 2 low
sunken wall, and out into four platforms,
each rising three feet above the othor, The
width of the lowest is eight feet: of the se-

path to the summit on its eastern side, 'I'ne
cirecamference of its base is 214 feet. The
wall surrounding it is modern, but appearently
it is merely a restoration of a much older
structure, of which the vestiges remained
when ' sbertson wrote his tourin 1794, On
the wuole, the mount bears so striking re-
semblance to n Buddhist tope as would glad-
den the heart of Mr, Fergusson,

The ceremony began
council, and the Honse of Keys attending
divine service in St. John's Church., After
this was ended, they went in procession down
the path leading to the mound, the company
of soldiers which formed the garrison of the
island keeping back the crowd, and present-
ing arms to the Governor, The clergy took
the lead, then came the Viear-General, the
two Demesters, the bearer of the Sword of
State, the Governor, the Olerk of the olls,
the Keys, and the Captaing of the parishes,
The House of Keys and the captains rapged
themselves on either side the steps leading up
to the top of the mound, while the Governor
and his Council procesded to the top, which
was covered over with e tent, and there the
Governor sat in full uniforma with his face
to the east, and the Bword of State held up

before him, while the titles of the laws |

passed within the yesr since last meoting
wore proclaimed to the people standing
around, who received them with hurrahs,

Then the Governor, Council, and Keys pro- |
veeded to the church, where thay signad and |

ratified the laws, Such is the mode of pro.
cedure now, and considering the change in
the habits of the people and the modes
of thought during the last five hnondred years
and more, and the meany times that the
island has changed masters, it Las not mate-
rially been altered since the days of Sir Johu
Stanley. In his time, according to the *‘Lax
Seripta” of the Isle of Man, it was as follows: —

your Tynewald dayes. First, you shall come thither
royally and in your royal arraye, as & kioge ougnt to
doe by the prerogatives and royalties of the land of
Man; upon the Tynewald sitt in a chalre coversd
with & royall cloth and quishines, and your visage
unto the east, your sword before you holden with
the pointe upward, your barons sittinge In tuelr
degres beslile you, and your bensfoed weo aod
your demesters sitting before you and yonr olarses
and your own knights, esquires, and yeomen (n
wmge anout you in thelr degrae, and the worthiest
men iB your land o be called 1o befors your demes.
sters i they will aske anything of them and to heare
the governance of your land aud your will, and the
Cominones W stand without io & cirole Lo tha folde,
It is indeed & remarkable faet that so muoch
of the form and of the powerof the anciant
Thing should have been preserved within the
realm of Great Britain. There is hardly
snother place in Europe in whioh the old
mode of government has been muintained so
lm':lgnwith 8o little change.
¢ Tynewsld-mound must bhave bean a
sacred long before the first Thing was
beld there in 1577. Within ffty yurds of it
are two tumuli, one of which is ploughed
down, snd is now hid beneath the growing
corn. 'The stone chamber within it yielded
two gilver rings, beads of Eastern workman.
ship, and a few bronze ornaments and iroa

The
silyer rings and the rn beads point to s
date not so far back as the bronze age, but to
s time when the Pagan Vikings harried the
shores of the Mediterranean, and returned
Iaden with the spoils of the South. A second
tuamulns, thirty yards to the west, has been
eut through by & road, and in the section
the stone chamber within is admirably
shown, the capstone still resting en the
tabular wmasses of rock which eompose
the sides, A third tumnlus, about half a
mile off, was explored about ten years ago,
and gave oocasion to a very remarkable in-
stanoce of superstition, The disturbance of
the hnmean skeletons in it was considered
very unlucky, and to avert the evil conse-
(uences of the act, the farmer on whese land

e tumulus stood actually burnt a beifer.
This certainly must be the last case of a burnt
sacrifice being offered in DBritain, To this
| fealing the remarkable preservation of the
Manx tumnli is due, and I heartily wish a
similar superstition had prevented the ruth.

Avsrraviay Yierp oFr Gorp,—The mine-
ral statistics of Victoria for the year 1840
| have just boen published, and show & falling
| off in the yield of gold in the past as com-
| pared with the previons year of 316,659 oz,,

while the mean number of miners employad
was greater in 1569 than in 1568 by 4407,
Theso figures can only be accepted as an ap-
| proximation to the truth. Sinoce the end of

1867 there has been no gold export duty to
| collect, and the Cnstom ﬁuuﬂe returns, which
| form almost the only means of agcertaining
| the quantity of gold raised, are now of much
[ less value than they used to be. With

a view to the testing of these returns,
[the  Mining Department compares
| the results obtained from them with
| the figures furnished by the mining survey-
| ors and mining registrars, ‘‘whose informa-

tion is derived from the books of the bank
managers on the several gold flelds.” Bat
| this test does not seemm to be of much use,
since the yield of 1603, as ascertained by the
